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Senate Appropriations Group 
Criticizes FDA Operations 


The Food and Drug Administration 
has been criticized by the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee, which has 
recommended that the Senate with- 
hold a part of the money requested by 
FDA as appropriations for the current 
fiscal year. 


The criticism was contained in the 
report of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee on the bill, H.R. 7035, mak- 
ing appropriations for the Depart- 
ments of Labor and HEW for the 
fiscal year 1962. Following is the 
portion of the Committee report per- 
taining to FDA salaries and expenses: 

“The committee recommends an al- 
lowance of $22 million, a reduction of 
$1,580,000 below both the House al- 
lowance and the budget estimate, but 
an increase of $3,152,000 over the 1961 
appropriation. 

“The Congress has over the past 
several years enacted a series of meas- 
ures for the protection of the American 
consumer which have placed additional 
duties upon the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, duties which have re- 
quired annual budget increases in 
substantial amounts. The _ public 
should have the benefit of actions to 
insure pure food and drugs, to insure 
the safety of food and color additives, 
and to provide protection from haz- 
ardous substances and protection from 
economic cheats. But the administra- 
tive procedures adopted to carry out 
some of these new responsibilities are 
questionable, and while the committee 
realizes the need for strengthening 
and improving the agency, it must be 
done in a practicable and orderly 
manner. 


“Accordingly, the committee has 
denied $1,580,000 of the budget esti- 
mate, being unable to subscribe to the 
manner in which the agency has been 
operating.” 

The House Appropriations Commit- 
tee had recommended and the House 
had approved the full amount of $23,- 
580,000 requested by the FDA for 
fiscal 1962. The Senate is expected 
to act on the bill next week. 


WaGe-Hour APPROPRIATIONS

Omnibus Farm Bill Passed by Both Senate and House 
Retains Marketing Order Exemption for Canning Crops 
Congress this week passed omnibus farm legislation, with the Senate 
completing action on its bill on Wednesday, July 26, and the House giving 
approval to its version the following day. Conference committee considera- 
tion of the conflicting provisions of the two measures is expected to get 


under way next week. 


The marketing order provisions of the Senate bill as reported by the 
Committee were left substantially unchanged by the Senate action. Most 
significantly, the exemption in the present Act for fruits and vegetables 


for canning and freezing was re- 
tained, and with few exceptions 
marketing orders will continue to 
be limited to fruits and vegetables 
for the fresh market. 


Although it retained the broad ex- 
emption for canning commodities, the 
Senate version would authorize for 
the first time marketing orders for 
cherries and cranberries for canning 
and freezing, but only if issuance of 
an order for these commodities is ap- 
proved or favored by processors of 
more than 50 percent of the total 
volume of the commodity in the area 
covered by the order. In addition, it 
is specifically provided that marketing 
orders could not be made applicable 
to the canned or frozen product it- 
self. 


Other commodities for which mar- 
keting orders would be authorized for 
the first time by the Senate bill are 
turkeys and dry edible beans and peas, 
but not the products thereof. 


The House action left substantially 
unchanged the marketing order pro- 
visions of its version of the bill as 
reported by the House Agriculture 
Committee. The present exemption 
for fruits and vegetables for canning 
or freezing would be retained, except 
that marketing orders would be au- 
thorized for the first time for cran- 
berries for canning or freezing, apples 
from New York, Michigan, Maryland, 


amendments to the wage-hour law. 
Among the funds for various offices 
in the Labor Department, principally 
the Wage-Hour Division, is a total 
of $6,850,000 more than last year for 
implementation of the 1961 wage-hour 
amendments. 
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New Jersey, Indiana, California and 
New England, including such apples 
for canning and freezing, and turkeys, 
including those for canning or freez- 
ing. Orders would not be applicable 
to canned or frozen cranberries, apples 
or turkeys. Marketing orders for 
cranberries or apples for canning or 
freezing would be conditioned upon 
50 percent in volume of processor ap- 
proval. 


In discussing the marketing order 
provisions of the legislation, Chair- 
man Allen J. Ellender (La.) of the 
Senate Agriculture Committee advised 
the Senate that in excluding commodi- 
ties from marketing order authority 
the Committee noted that “fruits and 
vegetables for canning or freezing are 
frequently produced under contract 
and, with certain exceptions, have been 
specifically excluded from the Act for 
many years. The bill therefore ex- 
tends order authority only to those 
fruits and vegetables for canning and 
freezing for which there is specific 
demand, namely cherries and cran- 
berries.” Senator Spessard L. Hol- 
land (Fla.), a leading member of the 
Agriculture Committee, explained to 
the Senate that the Committee “in- 
cluded under the provisions of the bill 
every agricultural commodity which 
the committee was asked to include 
under the marketing agreement and 
order section, and, further, that from 
time to time the committee went back 
and included various commodities”, 
* * © and “that all who wished to be 
excluded from the provisions of the 
bill were excluded.” 


On the House side, Congressman 
Clifford G. McIntire (Maine), a mem-

ber of the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee, in discussing the additions to 
the marketing orders act, stated “that 
the commodities we have added with- 
out further change in the act are 
apples, both fresh and for processing, 
from New York, Michigan, Maryland, 
Indiana, New Jersey, and the six New 
England States. We have also added 
cranberries for canning and freezing, 
and peanuts and turkeys as additional 
cornmodities within this act. 


“I would specifically point out that 
it is the intention of the Committee 
on Agriculture that in amending the 
Marketing Agreements Act of 1937 
to bring some of these commodities 
within an area of eligibility for can- 
ning and freezing that we are spe- 
cifically referring here to the com- 
modity before it is processed and not 
to the commodity after it is processed. 

“This is a point of distinction which 
is important. We are intending here 
to amend this marketing agreement 
legislation in relation to use of these 
commodities for processing and not to 
cover or to permit marketing orders 
or agreements on the processed prod- 
uct.”

Demand and Price Situation 


Total farm output during 1961 may 
be down from the record high of 1960, 
according to the July crop report and 
current indications of livestock pro- 
duction. This would be the first de- 
cline in total output since 1949. 


The USDA preliminary all-crop pro- 
duction index for 1961 is down more 
than 7 percent from a year ago. Ac- 
cording to The Demand and Price 
Situation issued by USDA, the com- 
bined output of crops and livestock 
may be down about 3 percent from 
the record high of 1960. 


Nonetheless, USDA reports, farm 
output will total close to the previous 
record levels of 1958 and 1959, and, 
with big carryover grain stocks, sup- 
plies of agricultural products will con- 
tinue large. 


The drop in crop production this 
year stems largely from an estimated 
6.5 percent reduction from last year 
in the acreage of 59 crops for harvest 
in 1961. Acreage planted for harvest 
in 1961 totaled 306 million, some 17 
million less than in 1960. Yield per 
acre may also be down somewhat. 


Major reductions in production are 
indicated for corn and sorghum grains, 
as a result of sharply lower acreages 
under the Feed Grain Program. Re- 
ductions are in prospect also for other 
feed grains, but stocks are large. 


Food grain production is expected 
to be down from the high 1960 out- 
put because of the severe impact of 
drought on spring wheat areas, but 
stocks are still large. 


Increased output is indicated for 
non-citrus fruits, vegetables for proc- 
essing, livestock, and poultry. 


Output of summer vegetables for 
fresh market is likely to be moderately 
smaller than last summer's heavy 
supplies. 


Farmers’ income during the first 
half of 1961 was considerably above 
the same period in 1960. The volume 
of farm products marketed totaled 3 
percent more than a year ago, and 
farmers received a slightly higher 
level of prices for their products.

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Green Peas for Processing 


The 1961 crop of green peas for 
processing is expected to total 473,860 
tons, on the basis of July 15 condi- 
tions, according to the Crop Reporting 
Board of USDA. That tonnage would 
be 6 percent more than the 445,390 
tons harvested last year but about 
equal to the average production of 
476,080 tons. 

The July 15 estimate is about 1 
percent lower than the July 1 estimate 
of 478,320 tons. USDA reported that 
extreme temperatures as high as 100° 
west of the Cascades in Washington 
and Oregon and above 100° in the 
eastern producing areas of these states 
and in Idaho have sharply curtailed 
production in the area where most 
of the peas for freezing are grown. 
Harvest is under way throughout the 
area. In California harvest of the 
record crop was complete by mid-June. 

Prospects are favorable in the Mid- 
west, USDA said, with yields expected 
to be significantly above average in 
all states except Indiana. Favorable 
weather has prevailed in New York 
where harvest is under way in western 
and central counties. Although plant- 
ings were late, weather has been fa- 
vorable throughout the growing sea- 
son and record yields are expected 
in Pennsylvania, Virginia, Delaware, 
and Maryland.

Grades for Canned Plums 


The Agricultural Marketing Serv- 
ice of USDA has amended the U. S. 
standards for grades of canned plums. 


The amendment lowers the degree 
Brix ranges for the liquid packing 
media designations of all varieties ex- 
cept the purple plum groups. It also 
provides for the use of varying 
amounts of plum juice as packing 
media. 

The change was made, USDA said, 
to bring the grade standards into con- 
formity with the portion of the FDA 
standard of identity for canned plums 
dealing with liquid packing media. 

The amendment was published in 


the Federal Register of July 25 and 
will be effective 30 days later. 


Minimum Wage in Puerto Rico 


The statutory minimum wage for 
employees in food processing indus- 
tries in Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands will be increased 15 percent 
effective November 3. 


In announcing the increases, the 
Wage and Hour Division of the U. S. 
Department of Labor explained that 
the increases will be made automati- 
cally, under authority of the recently- 
enacted amendment to the wage-hour 
law (P. L. 87-30). 


The minimum wage rates specified 
in wage orders for Puerto Rico will 
be raised for the canning and pre- 
serving classification from 80 to 92 
cents an hour, and for the tuna fish 
canning classification from $1.00 to 
$1.15 an hour.

Fruits and Vegetables Produce 23% of Cash Receipts from Crops 


The money received by farmers 
from their marketings of fruits and 
vegetables has amounted to more 
than one-fifth of the cash receipts 
from farm marketings of all crops 
during the past five years. 


On the basis of data reported by 
USDA in The Farm Income Situation, 
cash receipts from farm marketings 
of all crops during 1956-60 averaged 
$14.1 billion. Vegetables accounted 
for cash receipts averaging $1.7 bil- 
lion, and fruits and tree nuts for an 
average of $1.5 billion annually dur- 
ing that period. 


The total of cash receipts from 
fruits and vegetables, averaging $3.2 
billion a year during the period 1956- 
60, thus amounts to 23 percent of the 
cash receipts from farm marketings 
of all crops. 

In terms of producing cash re- 
ceipts at the farm level, fruits and 
vegetables together rank ahead of 
cotton, oil bearing crops, tobacco, and 
sugar. 

The largest crops in terms of cash 
receipts have been feed crops, pro- 
ducing 16 percent, and food grains, 
producing 13 percent of cash receipts 
from farm marketings.
